Its First Customer!* Were Brokers, Whc 


Caused It to Become Popular.

stand. It was brought over in 1870 or 
1871 by John Patent of the Pacific hotel, 
in Greenwich struct, just above Cort- 
landt, and it cost £70. Its driver was old 
John Carter of Liverpool, since- de- 
ceased, who camo to New York in 1861. 
Tho original cab that John Carter drove 
was a hniidsniuo ono, made very much 
likctho.-u now in use, but it had a claret 
aody and red i ianii;ig gear. An interest- 
ing feature or' it w:is thnt it was bol- 
stered with a pair of patent axles, which 
were oo coinpMnted that Carter was the 
only man who could grease tl'em. 


For homo icasem the cab was not put 


into running i...-,!iecliatoly after it was 
imported, Is'it w.-.n laid up in tho stable 
For 1}4 ye'ais. 
Tiaen John Carter ran it 


from thoPaci.K hotel, but there was 
not bubineni (:i<ji:gh there, and ho went 
ilowu to tbo euiiiL-i1 oi Broad street and 
Exchange plaee, whore trade flourished, 
and ho used to get fares from the big 
brokers. Morosini was said to bavo been 
a good customer of hip, and Jay Gould, 
if ropoi ts are accurate, rodo in it once 
or twice. It was a familiar feature 
about tho Stock Exchange for four years, 
and then it broke down, ouding the ca- 
reer of tbo first hansom cab in America.

THAWING OUT FROZEN MEAT. 


A Dark Boom Treatment Before Leaving 


the Cold Storage Douse. 


According to the process invented 


by Messrs. Nelson Bros, for thawing 
frozen meat in such a way as to put It 
on tho market in a sound condition and 
avoid the many objections to whioh the 
sale of tho meat while still in n frozen 
state was open, the chamber of the ap- 
paratus is provided with double doors, 
one of whioh is extremely thiok, so as 
to shut out, as far as possible, all exter- 
nal atmosphere. Tho chamber has no 
windows, but is supplied with electric 
light. 
Oil entering one coes only somo 80 


quarters of beef hanging iu rows on 
hooks over a slightly raised open plat- 
form, with a canvas curtain at the back. 
Under this platform, however, there is 
a Heriesof steam pipes, while behind the 
onrtaiu there is a series of pipes filled 
with compressed ammonia, similar to 
those used in connection with the ordi- • 
nary freezing processes. The etoam pipes 
under the moat cause a current of warm 
air to ascend all around it, and as soon 
as this current roaches the top of this 
chamber it is drown to the freezing pipes 
behind the ourtain, by whioh all the 
moisture is frozen out of it, on to the 
pipes themselves. It accumulates there 
in tho form of snow some throe-qnarters 
of an inch in thickness. 


The snow has to be scraped off the 


pipes from tima to time, and it is stated 
that the accumulation during five days, 
iu the thawing of 80 quarters of beef, 
lira resulted in no fewer than 168 pounds 
of water. During that same period the 
moat has lost only 1 percent in weight. 
Tho purpose of the canvas curtain is to 
diviclo the ascending warm current from 
the descending cold current, and it la 
olaimod that the effect of this incessant 
passing of the air first over the steam 
pipes and then over the freezing pipea 
In eventually to free it from all mois- 
ture. When the meat is first hung, tho 
temperature of tho room is almost at 
freezing point, but on tho fifth day the 
temperature of the chamber has been 
raised to that of tho air outside. By 
this time tho frost has all been thawed 
out of tho moat, whioh is then in a con- 
dition to bo sent to market.— London 
Invention. 


ROMANY'S PRINCE WILLIAM. 


He lives Near East Hartford—His Tribe 


Aro Noted Horse Trainers. 


Oua o£ tha most famous representa- 


tives of Romany Bye in this country is 
Prince William, as he is called, who, 
with his i'amily, lives near East Hart- 
ford. There aro branches of the family 
al Now Haven and Bridgeport. The 
East Hcu-U'orcl branch of tho family is 
the main branch. 


Tliu Williatnses aro all horso dealers. 


Attached to their residence aro stables 
v,-hich, in winter, always contain a stock 
of line blooded draft horses. 


One of Hie interesting sights at the 


stables uro the wagons that aro used by 
Pi'luco William nud hia family when 
they go off on their annual nomadic 
pleasure trips. These wagons cost from 
$1,000 to $2,500. Prince William's 
private wagon cost $2,500 and is fitted 
up in regal style. 


In these trips around the country the 


•whole family joins. Theso trips are 
mado in the summer, spare horses being 
taken along and sold or traded. This 
means a cavalcade of a dozen fancy 
\vagons and about 100 horses. 


The start is made about tho 1st of 


August, tho entire family—men, wom- 
en and children—being taken along. 
The party keeps together, traveling by 
easy stages, about 20 miles a day being 
considered a good journey. 
When in a 


hurry, they can make 40 miles n day. 


The place selected for the uight'a rest 


is usually a grove. There the -wagons 
aro drawn up in a circle, fires ore light- 
ed and tho evening meal prepared. 


After supper the whole party gather 


around Prince William's tent or wagon, 
and the affairs of tho family are dis- 
cussed. A watchman patrols the camp 
all night to watch the horses.—New 
York Times.
